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RESPONSE TO NOTICE OF NON-COMPLIANT AMENDMENT 

Applicants received a "Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment," mailed by the office on 
January 4, 2007. The Notice alleges that Applicants failed to (1) provide a complete listing of 
all of the claims; (2) that each claim was not properly identified with a claim status identifier; 
and (3) "all the remaining claims" (?). 



Each of these allegations is incorrect. Applicants' previous amendment was fully 
compliant because: (1) a listing of claims was properly provided (see pages 3-6 of Applicants' 
amendment of March 20, 2006); (2) proper status identifiers were, in fact, provided for each and 
every claim (see pages 3-6); and (3) all of the claims were properly represented in the listing. 
The "Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment" must be withdrawn. 
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
